Membership in the club will not be 
limited to steel mill employees, but 
will embrace kindred trades, the pur¬ 
pose being to have the membership 
sufficiently large so as to make the 
club self-supporting from the initia¬ 
tion fees and monthly dues, which will 
be nominal enough to encourage en¬ 
rollment of the smaller wage earners. 

Metropolitan Hall, because of its 
central location and spaciousness, is 
ideally adapted to the needs of such 
an organization as is planned, and can 
readily and economically be convert- i 
ed into most attractive quarters. It j 
is tfie purpose of the club promoters I 
to remodel the interior and install I 
furnishings and decorations of a more ! 
elaborate character than is usually! 
provided for similar organizations. 
Every detail will be carefully worked I 
out, so as to make the club a valuable 
adjunct to the social life of the mem¬ 
bers. The committee on organization, 
of which N. A. Becker is chairman, j 
has already made tentative plans for 
remodeling of the interior and instal¬ 
lation of pool and billiard tables, 
smoking and lounging rooms, game 
rooms, etc. The small hall now used 
for lodge meetings will be converted 
into an attractively furnished and j 
well equipped library and reading- j 
room. Particular care and attention i 
will be given to the lighting effects I 
throughout.

JUDGE GIVES STRIKING ADDRESS 
AT ANNUAL ASSEMBLAGE OF 
KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS. 


The following address was delivered 
by Judge E. E. Cunningham at the 
gathering of the Knights of Columbus ^ 
to receive annual communion in a or n

The subject of the address assigned 
Judge Cunningham was “Soldiers of ^ 

the Past”: , v,mr 

Mr. Toastmaster, Reverend Fathers 

and Brother Knights: Before re- ^ 

sponding to “The Army of the Past ® ^ 
I must pause to recognize the army 
of the present and to say how pleas- 
ing and how inspiring it is to see so 
many Christian soldiers here in this are 
hall and in the uniform of our coun- be 
try. In this connection and in this 
presence I have to say there is no 
place in civil life, equal in honor or 
in merit, with that of the soldier who 
in defense of his flag offers his life for 
his country. “The Army of the Past. 

As I take it, that means the old Grand 

Array of the Republic. > 

Well in its day it was indeed a 
imghty host. It had as its command¬ 
er-in-chief the greatest of all great 
Americans, Abraham Lincoln, free¬ 
dom’s great martyr, a man of the soil, 
a man of the people, and, above all, a 
man of God. 

It had under its mighty leader such 
illustrious captains as Grant and 
Sherman and Sheridan and a shining 
list of many others. Facing it was i 
another mighty American host, cap¬ 
tained by such renowned leaders as 
Lee and Johnston and Stonewall 
Jackson and many more. 

From 1861 to ’66 it gathered into its 
ranks more than two and one-half 
million men and boys, all sworn to keep 
our country’s flag aloft in the Union 
sky, whose average age was about 
19 years. These men and boys came 
from the farm, from the factory and 
from all the peaceful walks of civil 
life. They knew nothing about war. 
They were untrained and even the 
ofllcers who commanded them were 
for the most part civilians, unskilled 
in the art of war. 

The armies who opposed them were 
of like character, raw levies drawn 
from peaceful life. 

But at the end of the four years of 
deadly conflict these raw levies of the 
North and of the South were seasoned 
veterans. It was a war which had 
for both sides its horrors, i^s defeats 
and its victories. Suffice it to say it 
ended at Appomattox with the Union 
flag on high, floating in a sky which 
“domed a land without a serf or a 
slave.” 

The conflict in which the armies of 
the past fought’ was civil war; a war 
between brothers, between Ameri¬ 
cans; but the brave men who there 
met on a thousand bloody fields buried 
all bitterness when they laid down 
their arms and returned to the pur¬ 
suits of peace. 

In the course of time the very mem¬ 
ories of that struggle became sacred. 

And so, with the years broadening 
iilto a larger and loftier national life, 
it has come to pass that a united peo¬ 
ple honor equally the blue and the 
gray who died bravely in battle. And 
it has also come to pass that all true 
Americans thrill with pride when the 
story of American valor is told, 
whether it be the story of the charge 
led by brave Pickett across that dead¬ 
ly field at Gettysburg, or that other 
led by fighting Joe Hooker up the 
steeps of Lookout Mountain above the 
clouds at Chattanooga. 

We ancients, we old veterans of the 
army of the past, have at times grieved 
somewhat that our order was passing 
away, and that its place in the land 
we love must soon be vacant; but to¬ 
day we are proud and happy, knowing 
that our place in the republic is to be 
filled by a successor greater and 
grander than our old Grand Army. 

The old army came from one sec¬ 
tion of our country; the new army 
comes from every part of the repub¬ 
lic. The old army fought to free a 


race of men here at home; the new 
army will fight to free all races, all 
men, everywhere. 

The old army had no such splendid 
auxiliaries as the new army has in J 
the Knights of Columbus, the Young 
Men’s Christian Association and the 
Red Cross. The only help the old 
army had outside of Uncle Sam was 
a patriotic organization of that olden 
time, known as “The Sanitary Com¬ 
mission,” and one other, one of all 
times, the blessed Sisters of Charity, 
those angels of mercy all soldiers 
reverence and love, be they Catholic 
or non-Catholic. 

And now, brothers, as Catholic 
Knights we have our bit to do in this 
tremendous conflict. Our work is al¬ 
ready well under way. Let us keep 
at it with all our might, to the end 
that the time may come when all men 
I shall become Christian soldiers in the 
| peaceful army of our blessed Lord.

There is no foundation for the alleged 
violations of law attributed to our Com¬ 
pany by agents of the Federal Trade 
Commission and I want to say emphatic¬ 
ally that Swift & Company is not a party to 
any conspiracy to defraud the Govern¬ 
ment.
